Three Mile Mark Lowered and Broad Jump Distance Increas- 
ed — Kennedy Individual Star, Winning Four Events — 
Patterson and Michael Divided Sprints — Legg Took 
Quarter and Half, Showing Fine Form — Officials and 
Detailed Results 



Two record? wore hrokon nt the In- 
ter- Faculty Track Med yesterday af- 
ternoon which was won by Medicine 
■with a total of fifty-three points, 
Science came second with fifty-two 
points, followed by Arts. Uiw and 
Commerce, with thirty-five, twenty- 
frwo and sin points respectively. The 
points were awarded to the first four 
men in each event, who received five, 
four, two and one points according to 
the order in which , they finished. 

New mnrks were established in the 
three-mile run and the running broad 
,1ump: "Hex" Wiggin* covered his own 
record by twelve and one-fifth seconds 
• while \V. R. Kennedy added five and 
a halt inches to his own distance for 
.the .lump. Both men received well.- de- 
served applause for their splendid per- 
formances and both showed excellent 
■form. Kennedy broke his own record 
•with h jump of 21 feet 9 inches, and 
then In his next .lump he mndc the 
splendid mark mentioned above. Wig : 
pins left all his competitors behind nlni 
after the first few laps, romped around 
the track until the bell lap, and then 
made a herolr sprint to the tape wor- 
thy of a 100-yord man. 

Glorious weather prevailed through- 
out the afternoon, although if any- 



yard hurdles. In which there were 
just three entries— Pierce. Darling and 
Conslglio.

Yce- 
terday the scene was different: the 
track Wits dry and fast, the com- 
petitors "had little difficulty in warm- 
ing up. and many among both officials 
and onlookers were seen without the 
protection of oven fall coatfi. 

The atendancc at the meet was lair, 
but there was no reason (or it not 
being considerably larger, since foe 
whole university had been granted a 
holiday for the occasion. In this as- 
pect of the event, too. one could not 
fall to notice a certain contrast.: Al- 
though It ie true that other track 
meets have been little better attended, 
other athletic contest* have been. 
The "Daily" refers, to the huge crowds 
' which filled the Stadium on the 
occasion of the rugby match between 
SlcGill and Varsity at the tltme of 
the Centennial Reunion. It is remark- 
able what a contrast in general im- 
pressions- the size "f a crowd make*. 

These remarks are not meant to in- 
fer that the outlook from the Stadium 
yesterday was not a pleasant one.
